An Impartial Account of the Wicked Life 
and Penitent End of Nathaniel Butler, 
Executed on a Gibbet in Cheap-lide 
fow the Inhuman Mutther of John 
Knight; with all the Circumſtances ate 
tenarng that bilooay Miſchief , and a Ki} 
litiely Proſpet of the Grace of God Wi 
wond:rfully manifeſted in a ſincere Re= | 
pentance, &C. 


O take things in order, for the # 
better Underſtanding of the i 
Reader, and regular Proceed- | 
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ing, it will be convenient to caſt this 
Book inro Chapters or Diviltons, that 
{o each particular Relation may more 
Exactly obſerved ; Wherefore in 
courſe, as a great Example of God's Ju- 
tice and Mercy, we ſhall begin with 
Mathaniel Butler, Executed in Gheap ſide 
tor Murther, Auguſt 1657. 

This Nathaziel Butler, whoſe bloody 
FaR , extraorCinary Penitence and Ex- 
eEcution, has been, and is at this day, fo 
much ralked on, eſpecially in the famous 
City of London, was born of honeſt Pa- 
rents, at a place called 4lton in Hamp- 
Hire, who according to their Ability, 
aboured to give him ſuitable Educations 
bur ' perceiving him ſomewhat ſtubborn 
and untracable, they concluded to fend 
him up to London as an Apprentice z and 
accordingly he was bound to one Mr, 
Gooday aDrawer of Cloth,who then liv'd 
in Garter Lane, near Dofors Gommons in 
conſiderable Faſhion 53 but not keeping 
ſo ſtrict an hand over his Servant as his 
Temper required , many Opportunities, 
were found to flip abroad and affociate 
with lewd Perſons, who make ir their 
buſineſs to decoy and draw unthinking 
Youths into the Snare by degrees, by 
leading them graduaily from one Sin to 

| another, 
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another, and at length became a great 
Company-keeper, giving vp himſelf co 
much Gaming 3 and not only got Mony 
from the neighbouring Apprentices by 
theſe means, but inſtructed them-to rob 
and deceive their Maſters : For not be- 
ing exempted from the Company of 
Harlots (the Bane and Ruine of Youth) 
their craving made him uſe all manner of 
ways to ſupply their inſatiable Avarice z 
and as himſelf confeſſed, they more and 
more embo!dned him in Sin, and in or- 
der to ſupply them ſhed Innocent Blood, 

Ir fo happened that in the Carier of 
his ſinful Courſes, he came acquainted 
with one John Knight, an Apprentice 
to one Mr. Worths, then living at the 
Sign of the Roſe in Muk-freet near 
Cheap-faae ;, and the Maſter of this young zi 
Man being ofcen in the Country at Fairs, 
and as other occaſions required, Butler 
and he contracted an extraordinary fa- 
miliarity, and frequently lay together, It 
{ſeeming to love as Brothers, till the De- 3% 
vil caſt a Bait before the| Eyes of this þ 
dying Penicent; for Kz:2ht unadviſedly | 
opening his Maſters Tills, | and ditcover- þ 
1ng a contiderable Sum of Money, from j 
that very time it came into Butlers mind $ 
to murcher him for the Booty 3 nor did 
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he delay itz for lying with him that 
Night, and watching his Opportunity, 
after many Effays in which his Hearr 
miſgave him, and often made him lay 
down the fatal Knife, he gave a deep 
Gatſh, whilt the Yourh not dream- 
ing of the danger, lay fleeping z but that 
awaking him, and not proving mortal, 
they fell to ſtrugling for a conſiderable 
time, till loſs of Blood, and another fa- 
tal Blow,ended Knzebt's Life, his Throar 
being cut in ſunder 3 upon which leaving 
behind his bloody Shirt, and a Lock of 
Hair in the dead Parties Hand, that had 
been pulled off with ſtrugling, he took 
about 100 Pounds, and fo marched off, 
buying a Trunk, and putting the Money 
into it in his own Lodging ; bur being 
ſuſpeted by a Neighbour, and tripping 
in his Anſwers, upon Enquiry, after ſome 
Denials, convicted by an inward Guilr, 
he confeſſed the Fact, and was commitr- 
red by Sir Robert Tichhourn, then Lord 

{ayor, to the Goal of Newgate, in Auguſt 
1657. 


Being in Irons under the Conviction 
and terror of a Guilty Conſcience, be- 
yond the hope of eſcaping a Temporal 
Puniſhment for ſo foul and _—_ a 

act, 
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FaR, he only became fo!licitous for the 
weitare of his Soul, and often in a lamen- 
table manner cried out, What will become 
of ny poor Sul ? What jhall I do to, be ſa- 
wed? and fo continued expecting the 
Death that afterward followed. 

Oa che the 12:hof 4uzuft the Seſſions 
being at the 0/4 Bayly, he there upon his 
Arreignment pleaded Guilty, with much 
Humility and ſober Submiſſion to the 
Indicement, and embraced the Sentence 
of Death without repining 3 only decla- 
ring his hearty Sorrow, that he had 
deſtroyed the Image of the Eternal God, 
in murthering his Fellow Chriſtian, &c. 
2nd for that he had neglected the Word 
of God, of which he had not been ig- 
norant ; and vpon his Return ſeemed in 
2 great Agony of Mind, till ſuch time 
25 civers Miniſters, in Charity to his 
Sayl's Eternal Health, came and labou- 
red with him, drawing Inferences of 
Spiritual Conlolation from divers places 
of Scripture, 2nd often praying wich him, 
by which he found himſelf wonderfully 
relieved, and the Agony lis Soul was 
in uzder Blood-guiltinel(s to! :bate, often 
repeating the comfortable Exvreffions of 
Joy, which pointed him out a Reliance on 
God's Mercy through Jelus Chriſt, 92. 
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The Son of Mas is come to ſave that which 
was loſt, Mat. 18,11, And him that com- 
eth to me I will in no wiſe caſt» out, Tohn 
6. 31. and many other ſuch Expreſſions, 
which for Brevities ſake I am conſrain- 
ed to omitz but was not too haſty to 
think, conſidering the Scarlet Dye of the 
Sin, his Repentance was fincere, relying 
fully upon God's Mercy in the Merits of 
Jeſus Chriſt, bewailing and bemoaning 
himſelf for offending againſt ſo good and 
ſo graciousa God, being very inquiſitive 
of all that came to viſit him, after his. 
Soul's health,and expreſſing a willingne(s 
ro die, contemplating the vaſtneſs of 
Eternity, and magnifying the Juſtice of 
God in bringing him to ſhime, that he 
might confeſs his Sins, and give Glory to 
him; and in remembring his Fa& he 
would ſay, That for ought he knew he 
had deſtroyed Body and Soul with one 
blow 3 That he had beg'd and obtained 
ſpace of Repentance from his Judges, 
bur had not afforded his Brother one mo- 
ment to bez pardon at the hand of God 3 
and thereupon writ an extream ſubmiſ- 
five and penitent Letter ro the afflicted 
Mother of the murthered Party, expre(- 
fing his Sorrow, and the Horror that had

of her Son, earneſtly imploring her 
Prayers, and intreating her pardon, that 
his Soul might be freed from Blood-

Whilſt he lay under Condemnation, 
a Friend coming to ſee him; he toid him, 
that ſome Popith Ladies had been with 
him $ and upon asking him concerning 
his Faith, and what Religion he intend- 
ed to die in; and hedeclaring he would 
die in the Communion of the Church 
of Emelard, they told him, Unleſs he 


he could not be faved 3 and therefore 
defired ro know of his Friend what the 
Popith Religion was, who told him, #®: 
It was a Religion that dares not truſt in \# 
Chritt alone, withour mingling thew 2% 
ovn Merits with the Merits of Jeſus 
Chriſt To which he replyed, That ® 
was the ſaddeſt Religion in the World, 
clappidg his Hand to his Breaſt, and ad- 
ding, That he would never be of it, for | 
that he was the vi'elt Wretch alive,and | 
had no good thought to truſt to relying | 
alone upon the Merits of Jeſus Chriſt for 7 
Salvation , deſiring to be humbled and | 
abaſed, that God piight take Compal:

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He would often repeat theſe words, 
viz. Deliver thou me from blood-guiltineſs, 
O thou the God of my Salvation, and my 
tongue (fall ſing aloud of thy righteouſneſs, 
Pſalm. 571. 14. often repeating wi:h joy 
the latter Clauſe. He was not only fre- 
quently viſited by Miniiters during the 
reſpite, but by tne Lord Mayor and 0- 
ther Judicious Perſons, who laboured for 
his eternal Weliare, procuring him a 
longer time than uſual to prepare him 
for another World. 

The Night before his Execution ſome 
Miniſters {at up with him till almoſt Mic- 
night, and found him extreamly inlive- 
ned and overwhelmed with: Joy, in fo 
much chat he would cry out as in a Rap- 
ture, Muſt I be an Heir, an Heir of God, 
and a joynt Heir with feſus Chriſt, a fellow 
Citizen with Saints and Angels, &c. often 
asking how the time went away ; and 
ſome asking him the Reaſon, he replied, 
Becaute he was fo near hisHome,1nd that 
he would glady die, as being detirous to 
be diflolived, and to be with Chriſt,

T HIS Themas Holland was by Trade 2 Crape-

drink, and his Wife giving him ſome words, he 
fo highly ſtomacked nt, that having a Bagoner by 
his Fe. as having it ſeems newly liſted himſclf 
for a Son!dier, he on a ſuddain ſtabbed it into her 
Preaſt, of which wound ſhe dyed. 

This Murther being known, he was apprehended, 
and committed to the Marſhal/, ea-Priſon, where he 
continued greatly bewailing himſelf, crying migh- 
tily to God for mercy and pardon, and to wath 3- 
way the innocent Blood he had ſhed, that his Soul 


might not ſink under the Load of it to to Eternal 
Death: ; 
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Death ; expreſſing an extream horzor for his Guile, 
declaring , that for his Drunkenneſs , Sabbath- 
breakings, and other Sins, God had been pleaſed 
as a puniſhment te let him fall int this, and to ex- 
poſe him to death and the ſhame} of the World, 
that he might be ſenſible he had a Soul to be ſaved, 
and ſo make timely proviſion for Eternal Life.

of this Chapter z or indeed upon the firſt appea- 


rance Carried a ſwifter Horror and Confternation 


through the great Metropolis of Eng/zd, or 
where ever Fame breathed the bloody Relation, 
the Thonghts of Men for ſomerimes dweiling up- 
on it, till by the Hand of Providence this Myſtery 
of Iniquity was unravel'd and made perſpicuous tv 
the World. 

It ſo happened in Fentary 1587, that ſome Peo. 
ple coming early in the morning through Parker, 
Lane berween Holborn and Great Kueeuftreet, diſco. 
vercd on a Dunghil near the Stables, the Trunk of a 
Man's Body, with the Head, Arms and Thighs, 
Ye. cut off, which occaſioned various ConjeQures, 
and every one gave Cenſure as Fancy dictated, 
whoſe it might be, or to whom it might belong ; 
GI after various Enquiries it was found to be the 
murdered Carcaſe of Demus Hobry a Frenchmap, 
Tho had been ſtrangled by his Wife Mary Hobry, 
and thus mangied for the herter conveyance, and 
prevention of diſcovery, which being made out 
by the circumſtantial and poſitive Teſtimony of a 
Cloud of Witneſles, and the Murderers taken into 
wfrodv, ſhe came ro tha ingenuous ConfeVon, 
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T hat being. married to the afore-mentioned Den:s 
Hobry, The had not continued with him above three 
Months before he fell into a diflike of her, oecafi- 
oned by her not complying with his exorbitant hu- 
mours, and proceeded from Words and Revilings 
to Outrag-s and Blows ; and this difference conti- 
nued abour two years ; nor could her removing in- 
to a private Lodging prevent his Perſecution, tho' 
he denied her for his Wife ; but in the end they 
came to better Terms, and a ſeeming Amity was 
contratted, upon his declaring her to be Jawtully 
married to her ; but they cohabited not many das's 
before he returned to his former courſ: of ill uſge, 
and then plundering her of all things thar* were 
portable, went for F-ante, of which Country he 
was a Native, and returning 2gin, Was received 
upon pronile of amendment, but kept not his Co- 
venant, rather growing worſe, whwh drove her 
almct to delpair, making, as ſhe! faid, her Liie a 
Burder: ro her ; and the Pe il, who like a fubrile 
Agent 1s always at hand with his Temptations, put- 
ting in, urg-d her to reſolve uponhis Death, as the 
beſt expedient to be rid of him, yer had many re- 
lentings before ſhe could come to fix vpon the 
v-ickea Deſign ; however, though ſhe pnt it off, 
the Temprition remained ſtrong | upon her ; and 
he coming home about Five in ths Morning much 
in Drink, and abuſing her after a ſtrange manner, 
by Words, the fatal purpoſe came into her Head, 
when he wis afleep to ſtrangle him, which ſhe 
did with his Garters, being a double Packthred ; 
for fiſtning it «bout his Neck, ſhe| put and end to

had brought him to an Oath of Secrelie, he ſaid, 
O Mother what will you do ? ſhift for your ſelf, 
and go out of the Land ; for if you are once ta- 
ken, you will never get off Bur ſhe told him ſhe 
was not prepared with ſufficient Monies to paſs the 
Seas, and could think of no betrer way for Con- 
gealment, than to difmember the Body, and difſ- 
perſe the Quarters ; and accordingly fhe did it, and 
Jaid the Trunk of the Eody where it was found, 
and diſpoſed of the T highs, Legs and Arms in the 
$awy Bog-houſe, and the Head mito another Bog- 
honſe by Exceter Exchange, where they were after- 
wards found and brovght to the Trunk, which 
was Lodged at the Sign of the Conch and Horſes in 
Parkers-Lane, 25 a fag SpeRtacle ro the numerous 
SpeQtarors. She further declared; That there we2s 
no perſon aſſiſting ber in the Murder : and vpon 
her Trial at the Old Bayziy confe{i:d the Indictment; 
and tho' ſhe might have had the Liberty ro have 
retrafted that Plea, and raken a Trial, ſhe refuſed ir, 
weeping bitterly, and greatly bewa:ling her raſh- 
neſs. However in the cloſe of the Seſſions ſhe re. 
ceived Sentence to be drawn to the place of Exe- 
cution, and there burnt as the Law requires in 
caſe of Murder and Petty Treaſon. But her Son 
and two Cozens, who were Indifted as Acceſſories 
after the Murder was committed by way of conceal] - 
ment, were acquitted. Mary Hobry being remand- 
ed to Newgate, there to expeCt the dreadtul Execu- 
tion of this Sentence, her Eyes were overflowed 
with Tears, and her Voice perpetually interrupted 
with Sighs and Groans, wringing her Hands, and 
beating her Breaſts, like a Perſon diſtracted, decla- 
ring that her wickedneſs was ſuch, that ſhe deſired 
not to live ; acknowleding the Juſtneſs of the Sen- 
rence upon her, 2nd wilting nothing more than 
her Sufferings and Death might expiate her fins, 
and be a warnung ig others not to fail mito the like 
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Temptation whatever Provocations offered. Her 
Crime having cauſed a Hell of Sorrow in her Con- 
ſcience, ſhe diſcovered it to divers|'of her intimate 
Friends, before her being apprehended ; bur they 
all dereſted 18 with the greateſt abhcrrence imagt- 
nable, and would nor ſuffer her to ſhelter _ in their 
Houſes, her own Daughter being of this number, 
and no coniideration, but her pvor Mothers Life 
could have meade ker kept it {cret} then how much 
more, continued i}.e, muſt I be |abhorred in the 
ſight of God, who 1s of purzr Eyes than to behold 
Iniquity ? when the aggravation of this Murder, 
was yet more, infomuch that the Murdered Crea- 
ture was taken off in the midſt of his Sins, and had 
no time ſo much :s to ſpeak, no nor to think of 
any thing that was good. 

Theſe Conſiderations made Tears flow from her 
Eyes, till ſhe had wept fo long, that there was 
hardly any more moiſture remaining to ſupply. 
thoſe fountains of Sorrow ; adding, that though 
ſhe had been weary of her own Lite by his Cru- 
elties towards her, yet ut became her as a Wife to 
to ſuffer more and bear patiently AfMiftion as a 
diſcharge of her Duty towards | God, who has 
commanded her SubjeCtion ; and |that the 1I)-na- 
ture and Wickedneſs of a Hysband cannot diſcharge 
her of an indiſpenſible Duty. -Theſe and many 
ſuch like Expreſſions ſhe had in French and broken 
Engliſh to ſuch as came to viſir her in Newgate, 
ſaying, ſhe was a poor loſt Creature, who had 
jaſtly deſerved death, and woulll now give her 
Advice to do all the good ſhe could ro others. And 
although the Yopith Priefts, who about this tune 
were rampant, buzzing m her Ears and plying her 
with many. le fhories, ſhe ſeemed not much to 
regard them. 

The 7-y4ay of the next Week| afrer her Sen» 
tinge, ihe Was (awn to Zricefter-Sguarg a lictle 
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beyond St. Mariin';-Lane, where a Stake was ſer 
up, and a numerous croud of SpeQtators throng'd 
on every ſide to ſee this miſerable ſpeQtacle ; and 
here with tears ſhe exhorted the People to beware 
of Paſſon and Anger, eſpecially not ro ſuffer ic to 
break our beyond "its bounds inro a Temptation 
to0 hard to be reſiſted, leſt ir ended in Shame and 
Death like hers. She ſand, ſhe had bcea bred up 
to know better things, as ha! ws grea! part of her 
Converſation with the better fort of People : Bur 
what f{ignified all this now, fince in fine ſhe muſt 
dye, and there was no zemedy ? however if it 
might prove a warning to others, ſhe had her 
end. 

Here the Popiſh Prieſts, who had engrofſed her 
latter end to themfelves, fell ro document this poor 
Soul, whom taey had before deluded, whiſpering 
for the mo!7 part and pointing upward, bur ſhe 
cat her Evzs downward, compoling her if for 
the dreaufiil Death the was to undergo.

A moral Heathen, when 
his Servant had commirced a fault thar grearly in- 
cenſed him, ſaid to him, If I were not angry with 
thee 1 would ſtrike thee, but TI will ſt ay till my paſſion 
s over before I puniſh thee, Again, a Spirit of Re-» 
venge is an evil rhing 3 ir 1s murder in God's fight, 
: John 3.15. He that hates his Brother « a murderer, 
Hatred never reſts but in the defſiruction of che 
thing hated, To ſay no more here , Craelty is a 
degree of Merier and a great Evil, And moſt of 
all for men rc be cruel to theſe rhart ſtand in near. 
eſt relation ro them ( as this Maitfator owns thar 
he has been) whom they ought to love deagly, is 
an high degree of inhumani.y. No Man that ated 
like a Man, ever hated his own fleſh. To be cruel, 
though ro a Servant or Slave, is a very ſinful thing, 
Nzy Cruelty, though to a Beaſt, arguerh a murde- 
rous, bloody diſpoſition. The Scripture ſaith,crhat 
a good man #s merciful to his Beaſt, They then that 
make themſelves ſport with purting dumb Crea- 
tures to miſery, do very finfully. [Yer that has been 
practiſed here of later years in che open Streers 
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eſpecially of one day in the year.) To do it at 
ſuch a time is*Vanicy and Heathemiſh Superſticion ; 
beſides ro make ſport with exercifing Cruelty on 
dumb Creatures, which had never been miſerable, 
had not the fins of men made them ſo; it it a 
wicked thing, and ought nor to be amongſt thoſe 
that call rheroſelves Chriſtians. 

Inf. 3. If murder be ſuch a Crime as has been ſhew- 
ed, it is then a ſorrowful thing that ſo many of the 
Children of Men ſhould be found guilty of this evil, 

There are ſome places of che World where mur- 
der is a common fin, The dark corners of the 
Earth are full of the Habirations of Cruelty. And i 
there are many in the World that call rhemſelves | 


Chriſtians, who nevertheleſs delight in ſhedding Þ 


annocent Blood. Perſecutors are Murderers, Bloody 
Papiſts are in the Scripture charged with murder 
on this account : Ir js ſaid of them, they repented 
mot of their murders,” Rev. 9.21. namely, of their 
murdering the Sainrs of God for their Religion, fcr 
the truth's ſake 3 and becauſe they would nor corm- 
ply with their Superflicions and [dolatries. "Tat 
Mother of Harlots the Church of Rome, ſhe has mac: 
her ſelf drunk with Blood 3 many millions of Saints 
have been murdered by her. Perſecutors are Cain! 
Children. O how many are there going up and 
down the World with Cazn's bloody Club in their 
hands to this day ! Ir was Lather's Saying,Cain will 
kill Abel to the end of the World, But befides 
this, that which the Civil Laws of Nations make

3.15. becauſe there 
js a marvellous Propentfity in mans nature unto this 
fiv. Should nor the Lord either by ſpecial or com- 
mon Grace reſtrain them, how many wonld ſoon 
become guilty of murder ir ſelf ? Yea, and thoſe 
roo thar do not believe any fuch thing concerning 
themſelves. When the Prophet Eliſha told Haza- 
el what a prodigious murderer he would be ; what 
(ſaid he) am T a Dog, that thou ſhouldſt have ſuch 
thoughts of me ? Bur in alittle time he appeared 
to be as curſt a Bloodhound as ever the Propher 
had ſaid to him, O then beware of this fin; and 
therefore rake heed of giving way to wicked Pal- 
ſftons. Lefler Sins make way for greater, And eſpe- 
cially rake heed of great fins : For many a man by 
being guilry of orher great fins, has provoked the 
Holy God to leave him ro this fin roo. The poor 
condemned Malefator, who ſtands here in the fight 
of this Congregation, does acknowledg, that he 
has by living in other ſins, provoked God to lean: 
him unto this, which he muſt now die for, and 
warns others, eſpecially young men to take heed 
of thoſe ſms, as they love their Lives or Souls, 1 
know not bur that it may be for edification,and tend 
to God's Glory, if I ſhould read in this great 4l- 
ſembly what I received in Writing from this dying 
and diſtreſſed Creature, Ir is this which fol 
loweth : 

T james Morgan being condemned to die,muſt need 
own, to the glory of God, that he is righteous, and tha 
I have by my ſins provoked him to deſtroy me befive m 
time.
